MOJAVE, Cal, March 22.—The Thomas 


car, leading the race rrom New York to 
Paris under the auspices of the Paris 


Matin and THe NEw York TIMEs, arrived | 


here at 4:45 o'clock this afternoon and | 
started an hour later on the northern 
route to San Francisco. This route is 
shorter than the road indicated along the 


coast line by 158 miles, and it ig possible | 


for the car to arrive in San Francisco by 
to-morrow night. In an effort to complete 
the run to-morrow Harold Brinker drove 
on to Bakersfield to-night, although he 
had run more than 300 miles to-day. He 
will rest there for the night. An early 
start to-morrow morning might land him 
in San Francisco before dark. 

The through Death Valley, 
which the car started last night, 
finished this morning. Brinker then de- 
termined to save a part of the distance 
to Mojave by taking the mountain raod, 


which does not go south as far as 
Daggett and Crucero. This road is 
more precipitous, and is usually snow 
covered, but the chance of saving time 
appealed to the Thomas driver. He made 
the trip successfully over the rough way, 
and in sipte of it got the best day's run 
out of his car that has been made in the 
course of the contest thus far. 

The arrival in Mojave was quite unex- 


run on 


pected. Every one was expecting the car | 


to come through by way of the Santa F6é 
and the San Pedro lines, and, since noth- 
ing had been heard along either, some 
concern was expressed as to its where- 
‘abouts. There were fears that some fur- 
ther accident might have befallen it and 
that it was stalled somewhere in Death 
Valley or in the Mojave Desert. When 
Brinker finally arrived and explained his 
route the lack of information regarding 
the car’s movements was explained. 
Brinker did not wish to delay at all, 
but he was induced to stop for an hour 
for dinner, ard to proceed this evening to 
Bakersfield and rest there before making 
the final run. The road beyond runs 
through Fresno and Stockton into San 
Francisco.

LOS ANGELES, Cal., March 22.—The 
driver of the Thomas car, which arrived 
at Mojave this.evening, evidently did not 
get the dispatches from the Thomas 
Company telling him to come to Los 
Angeles by way of the Daggett route. 
KE. R. Thomas is now at Daggett wait- 
ing for his car, which he has not heard 
from all day. Word has been sent to 
him that he can catch his car at Ba- 
kersfield by wire to-night. 

A big body of automobilists from Los 
Angeles, with a press car, waited at San 
Bernardino all day for the coming of the 
Thomas car. Instructions had been sent 
to Brinker, but he went along the mount- 
ain range to Mojave, thence turning north 
for Bakersfield, leaving Los Angeles be- 
hind. Efforts will be made to turn the 
car back at Bakersfield, as this city is ex- 
pecting it, and its failure to come here 
will be a keen disappointment to the in- 
habitants of the whole surrounding coun- 
try, who oa thoroughly wrought up over 
the race. 


ZUST OFF AT GOOD CLIP. 


Italians Run 80 Miles After Leaving 
Ogden at Noon.

OGDEN, Utah, March 22.—The Italian 
Zust car pulled out of Ogden to-day at 
12 o'clock and made a run to Kelton, 
Utah, 80 miles from Ogden. It arrived 
there late in the evening and remained 
for the night. The road between Ogden 
and Kelton was in good condition. The 
car will start early in the morning for 
the Nevada line, and the Italians expect 
to make a fast run acrosg, the “ Sage- 
brush "’ State. 

The Italians left Ogden with the Amert- 
can and Italian flags flying in the moun- 
tain breezes of a clear day. They were 
accompanied by four automobiles filled 
with Italians, among them being the Ital- 
ian Consul, Jesse Frazzini. A band played 
American and Italian airs as the car 
speeded along Washington Avenue and 
out into the desert at a fifty-mile-an-hour 
clip. Sirtori was at the wheel. Thou- 
sands of persons witnessed the departure 
and the Italians left the city feeling that 
they had been well treated. 

The car arrived in the city yesterday 
afternoon at 4:30 o'clock, and was kept in 
a local garage until 12 o'clock to-day for 
cleaning and repairing. A new front axle 
Was put on, and other slight repairs were 
made. The machine left here in good 
condition, and the crew were all feeling 
in the best of spirits and were in the 
best of physical condition for the jour- 
ney.

Mr. Cornell heard her sing, and was so 
pleased with the quality of the young 
woman's voice that he promptly accepted 
her services, and until the service yes- 
terday morning hers was one of the ad- 
mired voices in the Calvary choir, But 
yesterday she was missing. 


Reared in the Church. 


Miss Lillian Norton, a chorus girl in 
one of the Broadway musical plays, is 
the singer in the case. She was reared 
in a Methodist household, and when she 
lived in New York several years ago 
she attended Calvary Church. When she

PARKHURST STIRS POLICE. 


They Make 151 Sunday Excise Arrests, 
34 More Than a Week Ago. 


The number of arrests in New York 
City yesterday for violations of the excise 
jlaw was 151, an increase of thirty-four 
lover last Sunday, when 117 were made. 
The vigilance of the police in watching 
the saloons has increased steadily for 
several weeks, since the charges brought 
by Dr. Parkhurst were made public in 
which he asked the Governor to remove 
Mayor McClellan and Commissioner Bing- 
ham.

GIRL’S REMARKABLE DEATH. 


A Simple Operation on Her Tonsils at 
Hospital Proves Fatal. 


The death of Bertha Nickel, fout-year- 
old daughter of Alfred Nickel of 200 West 
1024 Street, who died in the Manhattan 
Eye, Ear, and Throat Hospital on Tues- 
day after an operation for the removal 
of her tonsils, is said by the physicians of 
the institution to be one of the most un- 
usual in its history. Dr. Frank Van Fleet, 
the executive surgeon, said yesterday: 

“Tt is one case in tén thousand. Imme- 
diately after the tonsils had been cut 
there was a gush of blood and every ef- 
fort to stop it was unsuccessful. The lit- 
tle girl died in a few minutes. I do not 
believe that an artery was cut, but death 
was caused by the condition of the child's 
blood. Dr. Bartlett, who performed thé 
operation, has had twenty years’ experi- 
ence, and has been with us for several 
years."’ 

The little girl went to the hospital with 
her older sister Vera, who went throvgh 
a similar operation successfully. Mr. 
Nickel at first reported the case to the 
Coroners’ office and demanded an inves- 
tigation, but said yesterday that he had 
changed his mind, and decided that his 
daughter’s death was unavoidable.

LEOPOLD EIDLITZ DEAD. 


He Was the Architect Who Remodeled 
the State Capitol at Albany. 


Leopold Hidlitz, the architect, died yes- 
terday at his home at 309 West Wighty- 
ninth Street.

Mr. Eidlita was one of the leaders of 
his profession in this country, and was 
held in the highest esteem for his per- 
sonal qualities. He was a member of 
the firm of Eidlitz & Ross of 1123 Broad- 
way.

CHICAGO, Ill., March 22.—Oberlin M. 
Carter, formerly Captain in the United 
States Engineer Corps, will seek restora- 
tion to the army and to his rank as & 
result of the vindication he received in 
the decision of Judge Kohlsaat, handed 
down Saturday, which released $45,000 
worth of securities. He is confident of 
obtaining from the President this recog- 
nition of the justice of the court's de- 
cision. 

While admitting that reinstatement in 
the army is what he desires, Mr. Carter 
would not discuss his plans for bringing 
the matter to the attention of the Admin- 
istration. From his advisers it was learned 
that he will petition President Roosevelt 
directly. 

The restoration of the honor that was 
taken from him the ex-Captain places 
above all other considerations. It has 
been known among his friends for some 
time that he has refused repeated offers 
of high salary from engineering concerns 


which recognized his ability. He would

CHINAMEN ARE INDIGNANT. 


Protest Against Release of Tatsu Maru 
—Burn Their Japanese Clothes. 


CANTON, March 22.—The greatest in- 
dignation prevails here against the Gov- 
ernment for yielding to the Japanese de- 
mands in the Tatsu Maru case, it being 
considered that the Government’s action 
in this matter has brought disgrace upon 
this province. The Self-Government So- 
ciety of Canton has organized several 
monster indignation meetings, at which 
resolutions have been adopted providing 
that the anniversary of the release of the 
Tatsu Maru be observed as a day of pub- 
lic mourning. The resolutions also de- 
clare a boycott against Japanese goods. 

More than 60,000 persons attended the 
mass meetings held yesterday; buildings 
were draped in mourning, and twenty or 
more orators delivere denunclatory 
speeches. 

Among the speakers was a twelve-year- 
old boy, whose declamation against the 
Japanese caused the greatest enthusiasm. 
A great number among those who had 
assembled divested themselves of Japa- 
nese-made garments, including caps and 
handkerchiefs, and made a huge bonfire 
of them. One dealer in Japanese goods 
offered to sacrifice his entire stock. 

The meeting recommended the impeach- 
ment of Yuan Shi Kai of the Board of 
Foreign Affairs for weakness in yield- 
ing to the Japanese. 


SCHOONER MISSING 2 MONTHS, 


The Josephine Ellicott May Have Been 
Lost Off Florida Coast.

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CAPTAIN AND CREW 
CLUNG TO DERELICT 


After Seven Days of Suffering in 
Stormy Seas They Were Res- 
cued and Taken to England. 


WITHOUT FOOD OR WATER 


Saved by Lashing Themselves to 
Ship’s Side When Mighty Sea 
Carries Away Her Masts. 


Capt. Griffin and five men, the crew of 
the American schooner William H. Skin- 
ner, wrecked off the coast a month ago, 


|arrived yesterday as passengers on the 


Cunarder Htruria after an involuntary 
trip to England. They were picked up by 
the steamer Bray Head, bound from 
Galveston to Belfast, after seven days of 
suffering on their half-submerged craft. 

The voyage of the Skinner began in 
trouble and ended by her being abandoned 
in latitude 86 north, longitude 87 west, a 
dangerous dismasted derelict. 

The Skinner hailed from Baltimore, and 
sailed from there early in the year for 
Georgetown, 8S. C., to load lumber for 
New Haven. She got her load and on 
Feb. 15 Capt. Griffin took her out on what 
was to be the last voyage. One day out 
she ran into a fierce gale, and in one day 
she was a wreck, with water filling her, 
sails fluttering like ribbons, and with 
deck load partly gone. 

By the third day out the schooner was 
helpless. The’ water arose thirty feet 
high. The main mast went by the board, 
carrying gear with it. 

The Skinner suddenly reared up and 
went over on her beam end. It was by 
the barest margin that Capt. Griffin and 
his men saved their lives. As the deck 
began to assume almost a vertical posi- 
tion they scrambled to the side and man- 
aged to scramble over. They lashea 
themselves to the vessel’s side and there 
they remained for three hours with the 
sea pounding and breaking over them 
One of the men crawled aft and got an 
axe. With this he cut some of the mast 
stays and so weakened the mizzen mast 


that it was soon worked loose and fell 
overboard. 

Relieved of much of her deck load and 
mast she suddenly righted. The men 
found a small cask of fresh water and a 

uantity of rovisions, mostly tinned, 

t had not been damaged by the sea 
water. Nearly everything on board was 
ruined. The hull was full of water and 
so were the cabins. 

They suffered from the cold and their 
condition became grave. Exhausted by 
their fight with the storm the men were 
in no condition to stand hardships. They 
were aurrering sateen for want of food 
one water when the Bray Head rescued 
therm.

CREW “A DELICATE LOT.” 


Mystery of the Peter Rickmers; or, 
Who Stole the Beer? 


There are two problems facing Capt. 
Bachman of the Gerinan ship Peter Rick- 
mers, to the solution of which he is et 
present giving his undivided attention. 
The first will probably require the servy- 
ices of a medical expert, and the second 
will have the attention of the German 
Consul’s staff. The more important be- 
cause it has to do with the future is: 

“Who broke into the ship’s storeroom 
and broached her cargo of bottled beer?” 

The other is: . 

“What made the port watch fll at fre- 
quent intervals during the voyage when 
the work became pressing? " 

Bobbing up and down at the end of an 
anchor chain the Rickmers lies off Staten 
Island. She is from Bremen. Feb, 1, and 
comes to load case oil for Rangoon. The 
trouble in the port watch developed when 
the Rickmers had been but a few days 
beating along the Atlantio highway. A 
spell of rough weather was making the 
nen some hard work, when one day Her- 
man Kempt, able seaman, developed a 
sickness which prevented his taking his 
turn of duty. 

Next day another man was iI], and so it 
continued for several weeks. First one 
man was ill and then another; often two 
or three at a time, with the result that 
when the vessel arrived here every one 
of the thirteen men in the port watch had 
been ill save one. 

Skipper Bachman sald yesterday that 
it was a peoullar sickness in that no man 
came forward for medicine. 

“I questioned them,” he said, “and 
told them they were a pretty delicate lot. 
I pointed out that though I was older 
than the crew, I slept in the cold chart 
house, while they slept warm, but were 
sick, 

“All I could gather from the men was 
that the strange malady started with a 
tickling in the throat and a tired feeling. 
The starboard watch presented a contrast, 
for only one man was sick during the 
trip. I would like to get expert medical 
advice as to what ailed the men.” 

The forcing of the storeroom was dis- 
covered at the voyage’s end. The room 
‘tween decks was broken into and three 
cases—148 bottles—of the skipper’s beer 
stolen. The skipper resorted to all the 
{improved Sherlock Holmes methods to 
find the guilty men, but without success. 
In yain did he steal up on their fo’castle 


gatherings, call tnem up separately and 
collectively to get a whiff of their breath, 
He never once found an empty bottle, 

The thrifty owners of the Rickmers are 
trying an experiment in ballast carrying. 
On the last trip of the ship to Bangkok, 
Siam, she carried as ballast a lot of stone. 
This stone was sold there and her owners 
reasoned that if the stone would sell it 
would be of financial advantage to carry 
a more valuable ballast, 

This time when she left Bremen she car- 
ried 60,000 white brick. She also has 200 
tons of stone and some sand ballast. The 
sand ballast will be replaced by her oil 
cargo, but the brick will be taken to Ran- 


goon, where a market will be found for it.

HARLEM OARSHEN 
SAVED BY COMRADES 


Three Members of Harlem R. C. 
Crew Have Lucky Escape 
as Shell Sinks. 


STRUGGLE IN THE WATER 


Men Walk Over Two: Miles In Scant 
Attire After Reaching Shore—Pil- 
kington’s Scheme Approved. 


The first outdoor practice of the Harlem 
River oarsmen, which took place yester- 
day, nearly resulted in a fatal accident. 
The warm weather induced many mem- 
bers of the clubs on the Harlem River to 
don their rowing costumes, and a number 
of crews were out. The eight-oared crew 
of the Harlem Rowing Club went out for 
a spin about 4 o’clock. After rowing 
about two miles, the boat struck a float- | 
ing log and smashed a big hole in her. 
She turned completely over, and the nine | 
oarsmen were floundering in the as 
Two of the members of the crew were un- 
able to swim, and W. E, Cody, the cox- 
swain, wore his usual street clothes. The 
three were nearly drowned, and it was! 
only through the heroic efforts of the re- 
maining six oarsmen that the three men 
were saved. 

The crew, which consisted of John E. 
Hoben, stroke; R. A. Wood, J. E. Keet, | 
. John A. Nagle, J. Shannon, T. Brady, F. 
J. Nelson, E. J. Gingast, and W. E. Cody, 
coxswain, put out from the boat club- 
house, Macomb’s Dam Park. The men 
rowed well together for about two miles, 
when at a point midway between Wash- 
ington Bridge and Union Boat Clubhouse, 
opposite the Speedway, the shell struck 
the floating débris, which was being car- 
ried in an opposite direction by the fast 
tide. The nine men were thrown into the | 
water. Three of the oarsmen at once | 
sank, and the others, regardless of the 
ice-cold water, dived down and brought 
them to the surface. The men all swam 
to the Westchester side of the river. | 
Cody, who is an excellent swimmer, was 
incumbered with his clothes, and was 
numbed with the cold. Twice he slipped 
away from the oarsmen. who were sup- 
porting him, but he was quickly assisted 
by his comrades.

OARSMEN DISCUSS OLYMPICS. 


President Pickington’s Plan to Select 
Crew Meets wih Approval. 


Harlem River oarsmen yesterday freely 
discussed the suggestion of President 
James Pilkington regarding the selection 
of a crew to represent the United States. 
The general feeling was that if the plans 
were carried out amateur club oarsmen 


would have little chance of Becuring seals 
in the boat. It was freely admitted that 
the project was the only feasible way to 
secure a representative eight. Club crews 
have inva any been defeated by college 
eights when they have met in competi- 
tion, and the fact that the collegians 
would have the benefit of four months’ 
hard training, together with the advice 
and instruction of competent coaches, 
gave them a big advantage. The plans 
will cause much disappointment among 
the oarsmen, but the general feeling 
favors it. 

President Pilkington will probably confer 
this week with Julian W. Curtis of Yale, 
the second member of the Rowing Com- 
mittee selected by the American Commit- 
tee of the London Olympic Games, when 
definite plans will likely be announced. 
The fact that the Executive Committee 
of the National Association of Amateur 
Oarsmen has officially approved the sug- 
gestion of President Pilkington and in- 
dorsed the conditions laid down by the 
English Amateur Rowing Association will 
materially ald the American Committee 
in its work of selecting a crew. 

The work of deciding upon the composi- 
tion of the crew will devolve upon Mr. 
Pilkington, who will be a frequent visitor 
at New London and Poughkeepsie durin 
the time the college crews are training a 
those places, where he will watch the 
progress and work of the crews. Twenty- 
seven names may be. sent to the British 
olympic Council for an eight-oared crew, 
but the final nomination of the crews se- 
lected from the names already entered 
must be received by the English authori- 
ties not later than July 15, and in such 
nomination five substitutes will be al- 
lowed. This will give the American com- 
mittee five weeks to decide upon the final 
make-up of the crew after the twenty- 
seven names have been sent to London.

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COLLEGES FAVOR 
FEWER GONTESTS 


Harvard’s Move to Reduce Num- 
ber of Intercollegiate Com- 
petitions Approved. 


CHANGE MAY COME IN 1909 


Schedules of Important Events Al- 
ready Arranged Not Likely to be 
Curtalled—Conference May Follow. 


CAMBRIDGE, Mass., March 22.—Al- 
though the future outcome is problemat- 
ical, it is generally believed at Harvard 
University that the vote of the Faculty 
at a special] meeting on Friday night rec- 
ommending an fntercollegiate agreement 
to reduce the number of intercollegiate 
contests will have no effect whatever upon 
any of the matches arranged for this aca- 


demic year. The baseball schedule for 
this Spring has been completed, and in- 
cludes twenty-seven games. 

But, in the opinion of many Harvard

PRINCETON, N. J., March 22.—Speaking to- 
night of the move at Harvard for a reduction 
in the number of intercollegiate athletic con- 
tests. Prof, J. B. Fine, head of the Athletic 
Executive Committee of Princeton University 
said: ‘‘ There are two questions involved in re- 
ducing the number of contests in athletics, the 
academic and the athletic. From an athletic 
viewpoint and that of developing strong teams, 
the present system is needed; but as far as the 
academic side is concerned that is a question 
for the athlete himself to decide. At Princeton 
an athlete can compete in only two branches of 
sport, so that there has heen little difficulty 
for the individual, although university teams 
have lost many a value»le man in this way.’’ 

President Woodrow Wilson has declared him- 
self personally in favor of reducing the number 
of contests in athletics, but said to-night that 
there had been no official discussion of the 
question among the Faculty, and that there 
Was no indication of such action in the future, 


PHILADELPHIA, March 22.— While the 
University of Pennsylvania authorities have 
not officially made any comment on the action 
of the Harvard College Faculty in requesting 
the Athletic Committee to reduce the number 
of intercollegiate games, it is known that a 
curtailment in athietics is favored and that 
some members of Penn's Faculty look with 
favor on Harvard's action. At a recent meet- 
ing of the Athletic Committee a resolution 
was adopted tn which the opinion was ex- 
ressed that there should be less indoor ath- 
etics. It was said there was a disposition on 
the part of the coaches in different squads 
to participate too frequently. In order to place 
some restriction on the competition, it was 
decided that the track manager of the Penn- 
sylvania team must in the future send a 
schedule of Winter indoor meets to the 
Faculty Committee before entering athletes, 
This schedule will be ratified or rejected by 
the committee.

Reporters. been silently going on 
in many countries, and of the extent to 
which it has already gone in many of 
them, {is given by the strike of the Berlin 
reporters against the Reichstag and by 
the refusa®of the members of that body 
to make speeches unless they are printed 
in the daily papers. 

Not so many years ago Legislatures 
were quite content with such records of 
their proceedings as could be made by 
their own clerks In long hand. In those 
days speeches made in legislative cham- 
bers were really addressed to the occu- 
pants thereof, with, apparently, an ex- 
pectation, not always disappointed, that 
the arguments and appeals presented 
would be directly effective in the way of 
affecting the opinions and votes of the 
lawmakers within hearing of the orator’s 
voice. It was only with reluctance that 
newspaper reporters were admitted at all, 
as @ great concession and favor, and it 
is evident from the sort of sequestered 
nooks in which they were placed and 
strictly confined that they were regarded 
more or less as nuisances whose con- 
venience need be little considered. 

It is different, now—how different is 
illustrated by the fact that a single dis- 
courteous epithet directed from the floor 
of the Reichstag at the press gallery has 
produced something very much like a@ rev- 
olution, The reporters insist on having 
an apology before they will resume their 
work, and the legislators say that there is 
no use in making speeches that will only 
reach the ears of the other members. 

Incidentally, the reporters are firmly 
supported by their own papers, some of 
which are saying such unkind things as 
that the Deputies owe their elections to 
the press, obtain from it their intellectual 
equipment, get all their speeches from the 
editorial columns, and talk only to see 
their names in print.

CONDITION OF THE BANKS. 

The statement of condition of the 
National banks of the entire country 
shows a decrease of loans of $113,000,- 
000 and an increase of reserves of $182,- 
000,000. It shows that the situation is 
strengthening rather by an increase of 
resources than by a decrease of require- 
ments. The solidifying of the situation 
is the main thing, and it is unmistak- 
able, but it is obtained by the flowing 
into the banks of funds made idle by 
the slowing down of business. It would 
have been even more gratifying if busi- 
ness had remained sufficiently active 
to absorb the country’s cash, and the 
reserve ratio had grown by payment 
off of loans.

THE AMERICAN ABROAD. 


The English Laugh at Him More Than 
the Other Foreigners Do. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

I have read with a great deal of interest 
Mr. Hepburn’s, and subsequently Mr. 
Cherrington’s, dissertations as to the pre- 
vailing sentiment in Europe toward Amer- 
ica and the Americans, and cannot help 
thinking that their opinions were some- 
what influenced by ancestral considera- 
tions. England our only true friend and 
all Continental Europe arrayed against 
us in bitter enmity? It is precisely 
in England, and more particularly in 
London, where the traveling American 
is criticised, caricatured, and generally 
made fun of to a degree which is truly 
venomous.

NEW SCHOOL FIRE DRILL. 


System Devised by Woman Principal 
Successfully Tested. 


A new system of marshaling the chil- 
dren for fire drills has been instituted in 
Public School 110, at Broome and Cannon 
Streets, which may prove so efficient that 
it will be introduced into all the schools 
of the city. The idea was originated by 
Miss Adeline B. Simpson, the Principal of 
the school, and substitutes for the ring- 
ing of gongs the notifying of the children 
in the different rooms by relays. The 
order for the drill is given by the teacher 
to a pupil, who passes it along until it 
reaches the member of the class who sits 
nearest the door. 

He or she then carries it to the next 
room, and so on until every pupil in the 
building is notified. The ‘ passwords ’”’ 
are ‘two gongs,” “three gongs,” and 

four gongs,” the old signals for the| 
three different drills, in which the. chil- 
dren file to their homes, to the yard, or 
to the blocks east and west of the school.

she happens to be.

“Tam an optimist, and have an abiding 
confidence in the good sense of the 
American public,” he said. “The panic 
has opened the eyes of all of us. We were 
responsible for it, and as a people we 
have been shown the error of our ways. 

Prosperity Will Come to Stay. 

“But confidence is gradually being re~ 
stored. Evidences of it are to be found 
on every hand. We cannot expect a 
quick restoration of good times, and, in- 
deed, a quick return to prosperity would. 
be most unfortunate. But when prosper- 
ity does return it will be here to stay.”

dience as sincere in its interest in what 
it considered the dramatic verities as it 
was unfashionable. 

The fact that there were thirty scenes 
@id not worry the scene shifters any be- 
cause, in his wisdom, the author had 
made the thirty movements of the piece 
into three acts, and a single shift of can- 
vas for each act ,was eminently satis- 
factory to him pending his arival at the 
stage of fame when he can command tho 
ingenuity of a Belasco as a partner. Be- 
sides, the audience was prepared to stay 
@il night pending the settlement of the 
problem of the scab, a word-for which 


the Italian language ylelds no native 
equivalent. ‘ 

Many of the audience came from the 
ranks of the Societa di Sarti Italiani, the 
union of Italian tailors, and they were 
eager to see how the problem of the scab 
would be treated by Ferraro, himself a 
union worker. Well, it was dealt with 
on a plane of high ethics. Alberti, a union 
man, loved Maria. When the strike was 
ordered he loved her just about a million 
times more than before the strike, when 
he had haunted the windows of the shops 
looking for pretty things to buy her. 

Maria, as played by Signorina | 
D'Andrea. was so certainly the Mary 
Garden of West Hoboken and contiguous 
territory that there seemed no wonder 
that Alberti stayed at work as a “‘scab” 
‘gust to buy bracelets and rings and pretty 
“things for her. 

Maria’s father Gaetano was a striker; 
50 the other strikers, muttering curses on 
Alberti, proceeded to the humble attic 
of the impoverished Gaetano, to abuse 
‘Alberti. 

The ten scenes of the first act led up 
to this perfidy of Alberti, or this sacri-

Allee Kauser, the play agent, issued & 
signed statement yesterday with regard to 
the report that Maeterlinck’s ‘ Sister Bea- 
trice’’ was not performed by Mme, Komi- 
sarzhevsky at Daly's Theatre last week 
owing to the interference of Margaret 
Anglin. This is the statement, in part: 

“Miss Anglin did not forbid the per- 
formance, but Mr. Paul Kiernan, who 
purchased the American rights to the play | 
on Jan. 21, 1907, from Maeterlinck, did. It 
is absolutely untrue that the notice was 
withheld until a late date. The first notl- | 


fication was given nearly a month in ad- 
vance, and this was followed at frequent 
intervals by others. 

“ From the outstart Mme. Komisarzhev- 
sky ignored the rights of the authors, an- 
nouncing plays which did not belong to 
her and continuing to announce them 
after these repeated protests. Nor was 
there willingness to pay royalties until 
the fact had been impressed that refusal 
must entail penal as well as civil suits,”

Career of the California Girl Who 
Replaced Mme. Eames at 
a Moment’s Notice. 


AMONG THE STARS NOW 


One Feat She Is Proud of Is Singing 
Venus and Elizabeth In One Per- 
formance of Tannhaeuser. 


Rita Fornia, known tn San Francisco as 
Rita Newman, might have finished her 
first season at the Metropolitan Opera 
House as much a stranger to New York 
audiences a8 when she first came here, 
had it not been for the illness of Mme. 
Eames last Thursday night, when the 
California girl substituted in the leading 
role of “‘ Trovatore.” It was 6:15 o'clock 
on Thursday night when one of the of- 
ficlals of the Metropolitan called Miss 
Fornia up on the telephone and asked if 
she would sing Leonora. It was a part 
in Which she had never before appeared. 
She had been studying it, but had not yet 
had an orchestra rehearsal. 

Previously in New York this year Miss 
Fornia had only been heard as the Geisha 
girl in “Iris” and as oné of the Walkti- 
ren in “ Die Walkiire,” Philadelphia had 
heard her in better parts. One day Mr. 
Conried asked Miss Fornia to go to the 
Metropolitan and sing for him. She went 
with a roll of musio, and among other 
things sang “Una voce poca fa,” from 
‘Tl Barblere di Siviglia."’ She had sung 
the opera in German, and she sang this 
aria in that language on this occasion. 

Mr: Conried was sufficiently impressed 
to ask her to learn the réle in Italian. 
The young singer went to work. In less 
than a week afterward Mme. Sembrioh be- 
came indisposed. “Il Barbiere” had been 
announced for production in Philadelphia 
on a Tuesday evening. The night before 
Miss Fornia was asked if she would be 
willing to take the part. Her pride forced 
her to say yes, but she confessed that she 
had to stay up all night to study it. 

Donna Elvira in “Don Giovanni” she 
also sang in Philadelphia without a re- 
hearsal, She will be heard in this part 
in New York next week, and it is also 
likely that her performance of Leonora 
will be repeated, 

Miss Fornia chatted yesterday about her 
career, which has not been a long one, to 
a TIMES reporter, 

“I was born and brought up fn San 
Francisco,”’ she said, ‘‘and my voice was 
discovered when I was very young. I also 
became ambitious to go on the stage when 
I was very young. Pett! came to San 
Francisco, and I was wild with desire to 
My father wouldn't 
hear of it. He finally consented to my 
going to New York to study. Here I met 
Emil Fischer. He told me that my voice 
was remarkable, and that I must go 


abroad. I sent so many telegrams to my 
father that he sent me the money to go 
abroad for six months. 

“I studied in Berlin, and my teacher 
thought I was a coloratura soprano. My 
voice, I think, is a mezzo-soprano, but at 
any rate I made my début in a coloratura 
role, that of Eudoxia in ‘ La Juive.’ This 
was at Hamburg, and in the company at 
that time were Marion Weed and (Carl 
Burrian, I sang also at this time Rosina 
in y ‘Il Barbiere di Siviglia,’ Inez in 
‘ L'Africaine,’ and the Queen of the Night 
in ‘The Magic Flute.” I sang this réle 
with the usual transpositions, making E 
flat the highest note. But I soon dils- 
covered that this coloratura singing was 
ruining my voice. I went to Paris and 
began to study anew. The next time I 
made my début as a low soprano. 

“This was with the Savage Opera Com- 
pany two years ago, when I sang Ortrud 
in ‘ Lohengrin.” Amneris, Sieglinde, Car- 
men, and Santuzza were other rdéles for 
which I was engaged, but before the sea- 
son was over I had sung practically all 
the parts in the company’s répertoire, 

“All the sopranos and contraltos had 
the grip but myself. One night I was an- 
nounced to sing Elisabeth in ‘ Tann- 
hiiuser.” The woman who was to have 
sung Venus wag indisposed. So I sang 
both Elisabeth and Venus! I changed my 
wig after luring Tannh&user and Sooams 
a noblewoman. In the last act I changed 
my wig again and slipped a pink silk 
dress over my Elisabeth robes, and again 
became Venus. It was an exciting even- 
ing for me. I sang Briinnhilde several 
times in ‘Die Walktre,’ although Steg- 
linde was my regular part, And in San 
Francisco I sang Nedda and Santuzza on 
the same night. 

“Mr. Conried heard me while I was 
singing in Brooklyn at the Montauk 
Theatre. One of his friends heard me as 
Amneris, and took me to Mr. Conried. So 
I had a hearing in the Metropolitan, sing- 
ing ‘Dich Theure Halle’ and another air. 
ind that is how I became engaged to 
sing here.”

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SENATOR BRYAN DIE 
AS CAREER OPENS 


Youngest Member fll Almost from 
Time He Took His Seat’ 
73 Days Ago. 


SENATE'S SEVENTH LOSS 


Session Marked by Death Summonses 
—Mr. Bryan Only 32—Falls 
Victim of Typhold.

WASHINGTON, March 22.—United 
States Senator William James Bryan of 
Florida died at the Providence Hospital 
at 8:30 o'clock this morning of typhoid 
fever. It was only seventy-three days 
ago that he took his seat as the suc- 
cessor of the late Senator Stephen R. 
Mallory, who died on Dec, 23. For 
thirty-three days he had been III. 

Mr. Bryan came to Washington early 
in January from the warm climate of 
Florida, and from the day of his arrival | 
was far from well. His death was not un-| 
expected, but it came with hardly less 
shock to the Senate for that reason. It 
is the seventh death of a Senator since | 
the Sixtieth Congress came into being a 
year ago, and the third within the last 
few days. 

The vacancy tn the Senate to which Mr. 
Bryan was appointed only three months 
ago was occasioned by the death of Sen-! 
ator Stephen R. Mallory, just before 
Christmas. Never before have so many | 
seats in the Senate become vacant] 
through death in so short a time as in | 
this last year. It was only a few months} 
after the Sixtieth Congress began that | 
Senator Morgan of Alabama, one of the} 
oldest and most distinguished of its mem- 
bers, died at his home in the village of 
Very soon afterward his col-|

Then came the death of Senator Mal- 
lory and the appointment of Mr. Bryan. 
But a few weeks later Senator Latimer} 
of South Carolina succumbed to a compli- | 
cated operation. Mr. Proctor of Vermont, 
who was in his seventy-seventh year, was | 
next, His death was followed last week 
by that of Senater William Pinkney 
Whyte of Maryland, who was 83 and the} 
oldest man’ in the Senate. } 

William James Bryan was the youngest | 
man but one who ever sat in the Senate, | 
The Constitution fixes the age at which a 
man may become Senator at 80 years. 
Mr, Bryan was little more than 31 when 
he was appointed. The only other man 
who ever came to the Senate at anything 
like that age was Henry Clay, who took 
his seat on his first appointment when 
he was still 29. But according to Carl 
Schurz, Clay’s blographer, Clay was so 
eminently fitted for the post that it never 
occurred to any one to question his eligi- ; 
bility under the Constitution. 

Mr. Bryan had been prominent in the 
politics of Florida and was a warm friend 
and supporter of Gov. Broward, who ap- 
pointed him. He was a man of command- 
ing physique, and had been prominent in 
athletics during his course in college. Gov. 
Broward said that he was appointed be-

ceedingly clear grasp of the great ques- 
tions of the day, and the ability he had 
shown in conducting his office of Prose- 
cuting Attorney in Jacksonville, where he 
lived. He had an engaging personality, 
and in the short period of his service in 
the Senate, had made many friends, one 
of the warmest of whom was President 
Roosevelt,

HIS SWORDFISH WAS A WHALE, 


Engineer Tells the Story of a Long- 
Lost Dory and Fishing Line.

THE FINANCIAL SITUATION, 


Test of Market’s Advance Evidence 
of Improvement. 


A test of the soundness of the con- 
ditions upon which has been based an 
advance in securities prices under the 
guidance of professional traders always 
comes when the stage is reached where 
{t becomes necessary to make a distri- 
bution of stocks for the purpose of 
securing funds to push still furtuer the 
forward movement. In the present 
market this stage was reached last 
week. Fora period of two weeks prices 
had advanced steadily and control of 
the movement had at no time been in 
the least shaken. On Monday last those 
in charge of the rise, believing appar- 
ently that the market had developed 
sufficient breadth and strength to per- 
mit this, offered a portion of their ac- 
cumulation of stocks for sale. Coincl- 
dent with these offerings were sales 
representing liquidation of accounts 
long carried, in some instances since 
the panio days, and the pressure from 
these two sources, augmented by short 


for the stock market to bear. It was 
taken up with some success, however, 
on that day, so much so that a sharp 
rally ensued on Tuesday, when the pres- 
sure was momentarily lifted. Through 
the rest of the week the same factors 
were constantly at work in the market, 
and while they led to uncertainty and 
heaviness, final losses, so far as the 
average price of a large group of ac- 
tive stocks was concerned, were little 
more than nominal. The issue of the, 


test might, therefore, be looked upon} 


as fairly satisfactory from the point of 
view of the professional, but the move- 
ment is still so artificial and so feebly 
supported by actual trade conditions 
that it must prove itself more com- 
pletely before it can hope to win the 
confidence of the investor or business 
man. Nevertheless, the performance of 
the market last week was credible, and 
particularly so since it had against it 
an unfavorable balance of news. Tho 
week was marked by the usual number 
of disturbing developments. The New 
York Central Railroad, one of the fore- 
most properties of this kind in the coun- 
try, reduced its dividend rate from 86 
per cent. to 5 per cent. per annum, 
while similar reductions or complete 
omissions were made by the Crucible 
Steel Company, the Union Typewriter 
Company, the Corn Products Company, 
and the Westinghouse Air Brake Com- 
pany. Washington supplied its usual 
quota of unsettling reports and proof 
that the wave of “ investigating ”’ senti- 
ment is still running high was fur- 
nished by the adoption by the Senate 
of the Tillman resolution providing for 
an inquiry into the Controller’s office, 
and into the relations of the banks of 
New York City with speculative enter- 
prises. There was & disposition also to 
regard as threatening the Government’s 
success in the suits brought by it 
against packing companies and West- 
ern railroads by which rebates had been 
granted. Reports were persistent that 
a strike among the bituminous coal 
miners would be called on April 1, and 
that the contest would be long and 
bitter. 

The other side of the account, how~ 
éver, was not entirely barren. The 
February figures of our foreign trade 
again furnished a record total of ex- 
ports for that month, although these 
were slightly below tho corresponding 
returns of January. We continue, there- 
fore, to sell freely to our customers 
abroad, although we likewise continue 
to take less from them, but we cannot 
hope to keep this margin as wide as it 
has been for several months past. The 
most objectionable feature of the Ald- 
rich bill, that basing the proposed issue 
of additional banknote circulation upon 
railroad bonds, was stricken out dur- 
ing the week at the instance of Senator 
Aldrich himself, so that if this measure, 
the utility of which is still highly ques- 
tionable, becomes a law, which is doubt- 
ful, its worst characteristic, at least, is

manufacturing concerns received dur- 
ing the week the first order of any 
size turned in to it for many months, 
involving the construction of 143 en- 
zines of various kinds for the New York 
Central Railroad. <A freer market for! 
securities was indicated by the many 
announcements of new issues made dur- 
ing the week, and in reflection of this 
condition. the local banks once again 
added substantially to their surplus re- 
serves. These may be, perhaps, con- 
sidered negative indications of better- 
ment, but positive indications were also 
at hand. The American Railway Asso- 
clation’s accountant reported that on 
March 4 the number of idle cars on the 
country’s railroads totaled 814,992, a 
reduction of 29,000 cars since Feb. 5. 
This is marked improvement, and is 
the first decrease in idle equipment to 
be reported since September last. Again, 
the United States Steel Corporation 
management, referring in the annual 
report to current business, stated: “ The 
bookings for January were 25 per cent. 
better than December, and for Febru- 
ary 25 per cent. better than January. 
As this report goes to press the book- 
ings per day are at least 25 per cent. 
larger than those of February.” The 
bookings themselves, it is understood, 
are by no means heavy, but the im- 
provement is at least undisputed, 


Aside from such outward manifes- 
tations of slowly improving conditions 
there must not be overlooked a note- 
worthy tendency on the part of all 
observers of current events to test each 
development as it arises for the good 
it contains rather than the evil To 
take the case of the New York Central 
dividend reduction, while superficially 
this was an unfavorable happening 
since it paved the way for like action 
by many of the country’s leading rail- 
roads, the disposition was to look fur- 
ther into the matter than this and to 
find at the bottom considerable en- 
couragement. The Central’s dividend, 
like that of many other great railroads, 
was raised partly for the purpose of 
assisting the sale of securities. It is 
not much to be regretted that the step 
was in this respect a failure, for it may 
carry its lesson for the future. Now, 
however, the reduction means nothing 
less than a return to sanity, and it will 
mean the same thing in the case of all 
the railroads which follow this example. 
These high dividends were the measure 
of, the greatest tide of prosperity this 
%ountry has ever known, and it was in- 
evitable that they should fall when the 
tide turned. The investor will not be- 
moan the change, for he prefers a stock 
yielding a steady income of fair size 
to one fluctuating with each passing 
change in the country’s trade, and in 
the same way he prefers a bond cov- 
ering a railroad whose management 
shows its conservatism by keeping its 
stock distributions well within its 
average net income, Dividend reduc- 
tions are, therefore, nothing more than 
the precursors of returning prosperity. 
If comparable cuts were made in the 
prices of steel products, and in the 
price of labor, in both of , which great 
lines artificial support is at work, con- 
fidence among investors would be even 
greater than it now is. 


There is little to be said of the week’s 
money markets. The cut in the Bank 
of England's discount rate and its 
showing of the highest reserve per- 
centage in ten years at this season are, 
like our own low money rates and our 
holdings 15.64 per cent. of cash to Na- 
tional bank deposits the country over, 
simply further evidence of a money 
surfeit forecast months ago. The 
week’s rather numerous announcements 
of new securities issues must be read 
in connection with this showing of cash 
holdings, and also with the figures of 
the Railway Association on car equip- 
ment and the Steel Corporation on busi- 
ness improvement.

THE STEEL TRADE POSITION. 


Resumptions Offset by Further Shut 
downs—Conditlons Unchanged. 


Special to The New York Times. 
PITTSBURG, Penn. March 21.—Iron 


and stee] market conditions show but lit- 
tle change compared with the previous 
week. While some mills that have been 
operating irregularly are entirely down, 
others have increased capacity, and pro- 
duction at the close of the week showed 
@ slight gain. 

Some improvement fs expected In sev- 
eral lines of finished material and in pig 
fron, ag the result of the various confer- 
ences held in New York during the week 
by representatives of the targe producing 
interests of the country. Reports of the 
situation in the principal manufacturing 
centres were received by the conferrees, 
and the effect of the price maintenance 


plan was thoroughly discussed. There is 
a growing sentiment in the Pittsburg dis- 
trict against this plan, and a number of 
consumers have expressed the opinion that 
if prices in some of the finished lines 
were reduced more new business would 
be brought out, Others assert that the 
lowering of rates would only have the 
effect of causing prospective buyers to 
defer placing orders until there was a 
still further cut. 

The mills in the Pittsburg district and 
surrounding territory are not operating to 
quite 60 per cent, of capacity, although 
in some lines production is from 60 to 80 
per cent. of capacity, notably in tinplate, 
wire, and wire products. An increase in 
production to any great extent is not ex- 
pected until after the Presidential eleo- 
tion, but there are many who belleve that 
the result will be discounted at the close 
of the nominating conventions of the two 
large parties, and predict a brisk trade in 
all iron and steel lines for the second half 
of the year. 

The Carnegie Steel Company continues 
to book new business, and is still operat- 
ing its large plants to a trifle more than 
half capacity. The Oliver Iron and Steel 
Company and the Jones & Laughlin Steel 
Company during the week put a large 
number of idle men to work on account of 
increased business, but this improvement 
was offset by the closing of the big 
Bessemer steel plant of the Republic 
Iron and Steel Company at Youngstown, 
This plant, however, is expected to re- 
sume on the first day of the new week. 
There was some {mprovement in the hoop 
trade, and the Sharon Steel Hoop Com- 
pany resumed operations on March 158, 
and the hoop Mills of the Carnegie Com- 
pany in the Youngstown district are in 
satisfactory operation. 

The American Sheet and Tin Plate Com. 
pany started the Wood sheet plant, at 
McKeesport, on March 16, and at the close 
of the week was operating about 45 per 
cent. of its sheet capacity. Of its 242 
tin plate mills, the company was operat- 
ing 176 mills, and will start the remain- 
ing 10 mills of its twenty-mill plant at 
Sharon, increasing its active tin mills to 
186. There is a good demand for tin plate 
and new business is being booked almost 
every day. The independent millg are 
getting a fair share of the new business, 
and it is estimated that fully 60 per cent. 
of the independent tin mills are in opera- 
tion, despite the fact that the price of 
$29.50, delivered, for tin plate bars is 
strictly maintained. 

There is absolutely no new business of 
any consequence being placed for struct- 
ural material, but the outlook is not re- 
garded ag discouraging, as it is known 
that a number of contracts for large 
bullding projects and railroad work which 
have been deferred on account of the 
financial situation may be placed at any 
time. It was reported during the week 
that the proposed Oliver Building, that 
is to occupy one square on Smithfield 
Street, from Oliver Avenue to Sixth Ave- 
nue, would be built this year, as original- 
ly intended, but the report is not positive- 
ly confirmed, and the project may be de- 
ferred until 1908. According to the plans, 
this structure will require about 14,000 
tons of ateel. 

No new business in standard steel rails 
has been placed, and until the railroads 
and the railmakers reach an agreement on 
specifications and prices it is not likely 
that any large contracts will be closed. 
The Oarnegie Stee] Company is operating 
the three rail mills at the Edgar Thom- 
son Works, and during the week took an 
order for 1,500 tons of light rails for ex- 
port. It is probable the Isthmian Canal 
Commission will soon place an order for 
2,200 tons of standard sections. 

The Shenango Furnace Company blew in 
its No, 8 furnace at Sharpsville on March 
16, increasing the number of merchant 
furnaces in the two valleys to four. . The 
Shenango and the stack of the Youngs- 
town Steel Company are on Bessemer iron, 
and the Andrews & Hitcheock and the 
Girard furnaces are on foundry fron. The 
Republic Iron and Steel Company is op- 
erating four of its six blast furnaces in 
the North.

FIGHT FOR SUBWAYS 
WILL GO ON TO-DAY 


City Authorities Will Be Urged to 
Give Immediate Consent 
to Construction. 


SECTION AT A TIME FAVORED 


Could Be Done Without Endangering 
Debt Limit and Give New Routes 
to Manhattan and Brooklyn. 


Decisive action of some sort with regard 
to the building of new subways will prob- 
ably be taken this week by the city au- 
thorities. The special committee, consist- 
ing of Controller Metz, Corporation Coun- 
sel Pendleton, and Chief Hngineer Nelson 
P. Lewis of the Board of BHstimate, 
charged with the investigating of the 
matter of building a part of the Fourth 
Avenue subway route in Brooklyn, will 
hold a public hearing to-day at 2:30 
o’slock in the Council Chamber of the 
City Hall, and will probably make a re- 
port to the board at its meeting next Fri- 
day. It is not improbable that, urged on 
by Borough President Coler of Brooklyn, 
the board will take immediate action on 
the report. 

The traction situation, so far as it con- 
cerns the building of new subways, has 
become very acute within-the last week 
or two, and the various delegations which 
will appear at the hearing this afternoon 
have promised to make it clear to the 
members of the committée that no further 
unnecessary delays will be toleratea if 
they can prevent It The debt limit plea 
has been more or less eliminated from 
the situation by the opinion of Corpora- 
tion Counsel Pendleton and former Judge 
Dillon, who held that subways may be 
built in sections, the cost of each section 
only being charged against the debt limit 
as contracted for. 

What the committee will probably do 
when the time comes to report will be to 
suggest that the construction ef the 
Fourth Avenue, Brooklyn, ling be contract- 
ed for between Nassau Street and Ash- 
land Place. This stretch constitutes two 
sections of the route as laid out by the 
Public Service Commission. The entire 
route from what will be the terminal of 
the new Manhattan Bridge to Forty-third 
Street was lald out in six sectionseby the 
commission, aa follows: 


No. 1. On Platbush Avenue ¢ from 
Nassau Street to ee ne 
No. 2, On Flatbush Avenue extension from 
Wiorgney Street to putland Place. 
No. 3. On Ashland Place and Fo 
om Fultdn Street to Sackett Sear ee 
No, 4. On Fourth Avenue f Back 
ot to Tenth Street. —_— on 
o.'5. On Fourth Avenue from Ten 
ara Street. <m Btveet 
oO. n Fourth Avenue fro ~ 
seventh Street to Forty-third Street. Se 


In the original plans the route extended 
from Yorty-third Street on to Coney 
Island, but this section has not yet been 
approved by the Public Service Com- 
mission. The estimated cost of the six 
sections that have been approved is be- 
tween $18,000,000 and $20,000,000, which 
gives an approximate cost per section of 
$8,000,000, If the special committee, 
therefore, approves the construction of 
two sections, and the Board of Estimate 
looks favorably on that proposal, it will 
only necessitate the expenditure of about 
$6,000,000, and this amount, according to 
several] statements that have been made 
by Controller Meta, is well within the 
amount the ¢ity has to spare for sub- 
ways. 

It has becomé very evident that there 
is sure to be trouble sooner or later be- 
tween the Public Service Commission and 
the city authorities proper. As soon ag 
the Board of Dstimate acts In any way 
on the Fourth Avenue subway in Brook. 
lyn the commission will bring to the 
front the Broadway-Lexington Avenue 
subway proposition, which is already be- 
fore the board, but whioh is likely to lie 
as dormant as the telephone franchise 
matter has, unless the commission re~ 
vives the issue. 

What the Public Service Commission 
wants is that work be begun on a syb- 
way in Brooklyn and.a subway in Man- 
hattan at about the same time, contracts 
being let for a section or two at a time, 
so that there would be no danger of over- 
stepping the debt limit. The contention ig 
that by this method the city could pay 
for the construction work practically 
from day to day, and that In the end 
there would be one complete subway sys- 
tem built in both boroughs. 

With such @ system, it is maintained, 
there would 6e little difficulty in getting 
an operating company to run the line on 
terms favorable to the city, while if the 
route was built in one borough only it 
might be hard to make satisfactory terms 


for operation.

ORIENTAL BANK OPEN TO-DAY, 


Depositors to be Paid in Full Begin- 
ning This Morning. 


The full working force of the Oriental 
Bank was kept busy late into Saturday 
night, all of yesterday, and far into last 
night preparing for the payment of the 
bank’s depositors, which will begin this 


morning at the opening of regular banking 
hours. 

Over $4,000,000 of cash are in the vaults 
of the bank and will be ready to-day for 
the depositors. 

The checking up of the accounts has 
been no small piece of work, as there are 
8,000 depositors whose accounts are to be 
closed out. Enough of the accounts have 
been gone over and checked to keep the 
tellers busy all to-day sending money 
across their counters. 

‘““We have pald off our debt to the 
Clearing House,” said President Hugh 
Kelly yesterday, ‘“‘and in the morning 
will be ready to es ry paying the deposit- 
ors. We have all the necessary money on 
hand in cash, and we will pay it out as 
fast as we can. We will probably pay off 
alphabetically, thus avoiding long waits 
and @ needless rush.” 

As fast as those depositors in the “A” 
list are satisfied the tellers will go to the 
“B" list, and so on down the alphabet. 
No preference will be shown any depositor 
whether he has a great or a small sum 
in the bank. With quick work on the part 
of the tellers between 200 and 300 deposit- 
ors may be paid during the banking hours, 
from 10 in the morning until 3 in the aft- 
ernoon. 

The Oriental was closed in January after 
@ sensational run of three days. 

This bank is the fourth of the banks 
closed during the period of financial stress 
to reopen and pay its creditors. The early 
resumption of the New Amsterdam Na- 
tional is now Ukely. 


OUR CREDIT BALANCE, 


Results of February Foreign Trade on | 


Country’s Gold Position. 


The report of the country’s forelgn 
commerce for the month of Februarv, 
made public last week, emphasized the 
fact that our exports have been increas- 
ing rapidly, while our imports have fallen 
off, This condition has prevailed for four 
months, but its effect is cumulative, and 
{it has therefore an important bearing on 
the position of this market in reference 
to possible gold exports. While exports 
of thé precious metal were regarded at 
the close of last year as pretty sure to 
ocour this Spring, the facts which have 
come to hand since then have all tended 
to lessen the chance of our losing gold 
to Europe. 

The balance of trade in our favor for 
the short month of February amounted to 
no less than $88,743,361, while the balance 
for the eight months of the fiscal year 
ended with February amounts to 20, - 
889,724, which, in round numbers, is $165,- 
000,000 in excess of the balance in our 
favor during the corresponding period of 
the previous fiscal year. With trade thus 
supplying us with an unusually heavy 
credit balance abroad, it would take an 
abnormal! difference in interest rates here 
and abroad to bring about gold exports 
from this country. As a matter of fact, 
however, European rates have declined 
along with our own interest rates. That 
the tendency abroad is still toward easy 
money was clearly shown last week by 
the reduction in the minimum rate of

‘CANNOT CONTROL 
RATES ON OCEAN 


Inter-State Commerce Commis- 
sion Decides it Has No Juris- 
diction Over the Baltic Pool, 


JOINT RATES FORBIDDEN 


Railroads Can Be Brought to Book if 
They Attempt to Favor Any 
Steamship Linea, 


WASHINGTON, March 22.—That the 
Inter-State Commerce Commission has no 
authority over ocean transportation is the 
conclusion reached in a decision of that 


| body, made public to-day. But railroads 


in this country cannot make joint rates 
with ocean lines which are not under the 
jurisdiction of the commission. 

The decision was handed down in the 
case of the Cosmopolitan Shipping Com- 
pany, a Philadelphia organization char- 
tered in New Jersey, against the Ham- 
burg-American Packet Company, the 
North German Lloyd Steamship Company, 
the Wilson (Hull) Une’, and the Scandi- 
navian-American Lines. The opinion was 
prepared by Commissioner Franklin K. 
Lane, 

The complainant declared that the de- 
fendant steamship companies transport 
traffic under through bills of lading be- 
tween inland points of the United States 
and foreign ports, and are thereby sub- 
ject to the jurisdiction of the commission. 
It charged that they had made an ar- 
rangement for the pooling of eastbound 
export traffic moving by rail to Atlantic 
ports, and thence by ste 2xamship lines to 
points on the Baltic. The commission was 
asked to declare the “ Baltic pool” to be 
an illegal pooling of freights under the 
Inter-State Commerce act, and to declare 
the monopoly of the Hamburg-American 
Packet Company unlawful.

As to the commission's power over traf- 
fic intended for forelgn commerce, Mr. 
Lane says: 

“The position here taken, however, does 
not conclude the commission against an 
examination into the relation which exists 
between the rall ca.riers of the United 
States and the defendant water carriers 
and condemnation of such arrange- 
ment if the rail carriers to the seaboard 
are by any means whatsoever, or because 
of any reason advantageous to them and 
disadvantageous to the general public, dis- 
obeying any provision of the act to regu- 
late commerce or refusing or omitting 
to comply with its every requirement. 

“The Cosmopolitan Shipping Company 
may bring before the commission the rail 
carriers engaged in the transportation of 
such foreign commerce to and from ports 
of transshipment and subject them to in, 
vestigation as to their methods of 
handling such business and the reasons 
therefor. If it is found that there is dis- 
crimination as between shipping points or 

,0oints of transshipment in the’ United 
Btate +s on the part of these rail carriers, it 
is within the function of ‘the commission 
to correct such wrong. 

“The commission, not having been 
given control over the ocean carriers, 
cannot compel observance of the law by 
such carriers, and i¢ they so choose they 
may alter their rates at such times as 
they please or for such patrons as they 

lease, Therefore the line must be drawn 
ecisively between those carriers whose 
rates and practices this commission can 
conpret and those which it cannot con- 
trol, 

“On foreign commerce the rate to be 
published with this commission should be 
the rate to the port and from the port— 
an open rate, which any who desire to 
do sO may use with equal advantage. 
The publication of such rate does not in 
any Manner limit the very valuable priv- 
a of through billing. Such through 
billing should clearly separate the lia- 
bility of the rail and the ocean carrier 
and show the published rate of the in- 
land carrier. 

“The routing of the freight, however, 
should remain with the shipper, and upon 
him may be imposed no greater charge 
to the port when his freight goes by one 
ocean line than by another, and this 
rate to the pers the tariffs must disclose. 

“This ruling is the only one which is 
consistent with what seems to be the pol- 
icy of the law, viz., that while restriction 
and control are essential as to the inland 
earriers of foreign commerce, the ocean 
carriers of such commerce should remain 
unrestrained and free. No franchise is 
needed to sail the seas, nor is the estab- 
lishment of a line of ships founded, either 
in law or*in economics, upon the theory 
of a public-serving monopoly which under- 
lies the relation of the railroad to the 
State.”’

Bankers and Business Men Make Up 
the New Board—Receivers May 
Get $200,000 Each in Fees. 


Announcement was made yesterday of | 
the men who will conduct the affairs of 
the rehabilitated Knickerbocker Trust | 
Company when it opens its doors for busi- | 
ness at noon on Thursday.

Colored Race Is Steadily Declin- 


ing in the South, Dr. Alder- 
man Tells Civic Forum. 


ITS DAY OF TRIAL TO COME velop, 


Struggle to Compete with the Older 
Civilization Will Lead Negroes to 
Quit the South, He Thinks. 


President Edwin A, Alderman of the 


University of Virginia, speaking last night 
before the Civic Forum at Carnegie Hall 
on the “ Growing South," was applauded 
heartily by a large audience. Nearly 
every seat in the auditorium was filled. 
In the audience were many Southern 
men and women who have come to New 
York to live, and it was easy to see by 
the timing of the applause that many of 
the views expressed by Dr. Alderman on 
the race question met with their full ap- 


* proval. 


The speaker’s statement that the ellm!- 
nation of the negro from the politics of the 
Bouth until he is fit for suffrage was 
wholly right—best for the whites and 


remarkable acquisition of land by the 
negro, even if much of it be mortgaged, 
is creditable to his sagacity, and a testi- 
mony to the amazing freedom of oppor- 
tunity accorded him. His opportunities in 
this direction exceed those of the farmers 
of England to-day. It should be held in 
mind, however, that strength alone can 
pears permanence in his land hold- 
ngs. Weak men cannot permanent! 
hold land, or continue to acquire land. 
Land is of the essence in the making of 
any civilization, and the mere right to ac- 
quire it is a freeman’s privilege. If a land 
holder, in a complex order, is not worthy 
of his land, society, sooner or later, finds 
a rar to take it away from him. 

“The harshest experiences of the black 
people are yet to be, for the South must 
come to treat them as the world now 
treats them, demanding that they de- 
not only manual and industrial 

wer, but those moral qualities neces- 
sary to win freedom through fierce 
competition. In no other way can real 
freedom ever be won by a man or a race. 

Freedom is a conquest, not a bequest, 
Considerations of National welfare, there- 
fore, as well as solemn human justice, 
demand that such training be given to 
this African element in American life 
as will enable it to face its supreme 
struggle with hope in its heart and will 
safeguard the quality of American citl- 
zenship."’ 

The y oeaker discussed finally the polit- 
ical future of the South, and _ declared 
that it would regain its ante-bellum posi- 
tion in Nationa] history. ’

Alderman when he had concluded.

FUNERAL MARCH 
STOPS FIRE PANIC 


When Violin and Viol Droned Out 
Its Strains They Who Turned 
to Flee Stopped to Weep. 


WENT TO MOURN GERSCHUNI 


_—— 


And Thoughts of the Thousands at His 
Memorial Meeting Were of Nothing 
Else—Lesson from His Life. 


While the Grand Central Palace was 
filled to its limlt, yesterday afternoon, 
with an audience gathered to do honor 
to the memory of Gregory Gerschuni, 
the Russian terrorist who died last 
Wednesday in Zurich, Switzerland, a fire 
started in the first gallery. The throng 
inside, mostly of foreign birth, seemed 
about to stampede. The Chairman waved 
his hand at the orchestra, which played 
three bars of Chopin's funeral march, 
The crowd sat still and wept. The fire 
was put out. The speaking went on. 

News of the death of the old Russian 
terrorist reached here on Thursday. 
Yesterday’s memorial meeting was 
worked up between Friday and yesterday 
by the American Committee of the Social 
Revolutionary Party, of which Ger- 
schuni was the prime organizer and the 
sustaining heart and soul for many 
years. It was scheduled to begin at 2 
o'clock. 

By 1:30 o’clock Grand Central Palace 
was packed, although an admission fee 
was charged for the purpose of paying 
for ‘the hall and for sending cable dis- 
patches to the Burial Committee in Paris, 
where the body is to be interred next 
Sunday. When all the seats and stand- 
ing room were filled Supt. Watson of the 
Grand Central Palace gave orders that 
no more were to be admitted. The pbdlice 
had a hard time in carrying. out this 
safety order. 

Inspector Walsh had fifty uniformed 
men under his command at the front door 
of the building, and thirty or forty Cen- 
tral Office detectives were on hand to 
help maintain order. The police formed 
lines on the sidewalk, allowing the eager 
Socialists to enter in single file. When it

be allowed inside the building, there were 
from 1,000 to 1,500 men and women stand- 
ing outside pleading to get in. 

At that time the inside of the Grand 
Central Palace showed one of the biggest

away up next to the ceiling, was packed 
with men and women. Down on the main 
floor every seat was taken. The aisles 
were filled with standees, and another 
thick line swung around from both ends 
of the stage, forming a circle about the

Banners Out of Place, 


Hanging from all the gallery railings 
were blood-red banners of this and that 
Socialist organization. On the stage was 
barely room for a small picture of Ger- 
schuni, so big was the crowd of influential 
Socialists there. There were no children 
in the audience; all were men and women. 

In the two gentle curves of the first 
gallery, which are made just to the right 
and left of tne stage where it turns to 
run along the sides of the house, were 
two huge signs in Yiddish advertising a 
“grand ball” to be given Sunday after 
next in the Palace for the benefit of a 
Socialist enterprise, 

Just as Chairman Charles Schitlowsky 
was getting ready to call the meeting to 
order and the audience was very quiet, a 
young man sprang from the rear of the 
stage to the front and, pointing to the 
two advertisements, asked the audience 
what it thought about making a meeting 
of the great dead the occasion for ex- 
hibiting advertisements. The audience 
applauded him. The operating commit- 
tee squelched him. He was seized and 
backed off the stage. 

Then Prof. H. Spielberg, with his six- 
piece orchestra, was called on for music. 
Evidently the professor had with him 
only the music for Chopin's Funeral 
March, for he played that twice, and 
nothing else. 

Very slowly he led off with his violin. 
A flute wailed after him, and the bass 
viol droned hoarsely. The stupendous 
sibilant whisper of 4,000 excitable people 
became quiet. A girl in the first row put 
her handkerchief to her eyes and began 
to sob. This was but the beginning. Ina 
moment the whole house was weeping. 

After the march Chairman Schitlowsky 
tried to talk. He started out bravely, but 
the march music was in his head. He 
broke down two or three times. / 


Fire Alarm from the Gallery, 


Nicholas Alexnichikoff, who was once 
With the Red Cross branch having charge 
of Russian political prisoners sent to Si- 
beria, began to speak. Presently some 


one whispered so that it could be heard 
all over the house, ‘* Look!” 

Everybody looked. In the first gallery, 
in the first curve, to the right of those 
sitting on the stage and just above the 
sign that told of the “‘ grand ball,” a spi- 
ral of smoke was curling up from under 
the feet of the people crowded there. A 
boy pulled off his coat and began to 
stamp on the floor, 

The spiral of smoke grew thicker, A 
girl in the front row on the first floor 
got up to run. There was a grating of 
feet. All along the front women rose. 
But the thick standing line flaring out 
from the stage and flanking the seated 
audience did not swing back; it closed in. 

The boy who was stamping on the floor 
kept shaking his hand, cal ing out that 
the fire was out. Chairman §Schitloweky 
stood up, raising his hand for silence. 
The audience was just about satisfied 
that the fire wag out when Supt, Wat-~ 
son appeared in the firet wen, 
fire-extinguishing tank and an axe, 8 
audience, feeling that It been duped, 
started up quivering. 


Music Quella the Alarm. 


And then rose Prof. H. Spielberg! Once 
more the slow march that had nothing of 
rush and excitement ifn it, nothing but 
tears. The audience sighed—sank back in 
its seat—wept. 

Supt. Watson hacked a hole in the floor 
with his axe. He turned the stream from 
the extinguisher down into the hole, and 
after five minutes called out that it was 
all right. The crowd in that section of 
the gallery moved back down over the 
hole. The speaking went on. 

It was iscovered that a boy had 
brought a lighted cigarette into the 
building by stealth in the rush; that he 
had given it a puff or two in spite of 
the watchers, who are kept scatiered 
through the audience oe the Grand Cen- 
tral management; that he had dropped it 
in his pocket, lighted, to save the stub, 
and that it had there come in contact 
with a box of matches. His coat caught 
fire. He flung that on the floor. he 
woodwork caught, and sparks got down 
into some cracks in the floor. 

But for Prof. Spielberg's funeral march 
the crowd woulc py have stam- 
peded. If it had Supt. Watson would 
hardly have been able to reach the scene 
of the fire with his axe and extinguisher.

“Under the new tenement house law,” 
said Mr. Riis, ‘361,000 rooms are left 
in our tenement houses to which neither 
light nor air can penetrate. These rooms 
are nurseries for tuberculosis bacilli. It 
has been found that plants cannot live 
in these dens, yet we expect children to 
grow up there. Do you think good citl- 
zens can spring from such homes? Chil- 
dren are ae for one cent an hour 
at glove making in these rooms. 

“This congestion is a result of the enor- 
mous profits demanded by the landlords, 
They get 20, and 20, and sometimes 0, 
per cent. on capital invested. An appeal 
must be made to the individual conscience. 
Let no man who takes 30 per cent. on ten- 
ement-house money call himself your 
friend, Cut him dead.” 


CROWDS TO HEAR DR. MORGAN.

Little Delay in Handling Crowds 
on the Madison Ave- 
nue Line. 


THE CARS RUN SMOOTHLY 


And the Passengers Soon Mastered 
the Knack of Paying as They En- 
tered—Cars Crowded All Day. 


| 


The new pay-as-you-enter cars started 


Street yesterday morning at 5 o'clock, at 
intervals of three and five minutes, 
and by Sunday School time, 150 of the 
cars were running on the Madison Avenue 
Line. That left five cars in the barn. 
Yesterday was the first business day for 
the new cars. 

But a great many went to Sunday 
School and churoh, even though five of 
the cars were left in the barn. Car 119 
up to 6 o'clock last night had carried 
6,255 pay passengers, and many passen- 
gers riding on transfers from other lines. 
That car earned $812.75 up to 6 o’clock. 
The others did ag well. Car 71, for in- 
Stance, had carried 4,908 pay passengers 
up to 4 o’clock, and the conductor of 
86 had rung up 5,179 fares at 4:80 o’clock. 

The miotormen and the conductors on 
the new cars had on brand new uni- 
forms. It was announced yesterday that 
the pay of these motormen had been 
raised from $2.60 to $2.75—15 centa. The 
conductors now ‘get $2.60 a day—a raise 
of 15 cents a day for them. 

The public along the route of the Madi. 
son Avenue line took to the new cars. In 
the rush hours, when the church bells 
were ringing, many of the big cars when 
they reached the streets below Fifty- 
ninth had out their “Car Full” signs, 
meaning that seventy-five passengers were 
already on board and that no more would 
be taken until some had got off. 

When the conductor, from his little cage 
on the rear platform, comes to the con- 
clusion that there are thirty-eight pas- 
senger@ inside sitting down and thirty- 
séven standing up, he signals four bells 
to the motorman. The motorman throws 
on @ switch which lights up the “ Car 
Full” sign on the front of the car. Until 
the number of passengers is reduced he 
stops at no crossing except to ‘let pas- 
sengers off. 

A Timns reporter who rode on the new 
cars yesterday heard these comments 
from passengers: 

“T like these new push buttons in the 
woodwork between the seats for signaling 
the motorman to stop. But they might 
be a ttle lower down." 

“The air brakes are great. They bring 
the cars to a stop easier, much easier, 
than the old hand-brake cars.” 

“TI notice that the new cars run much 
smoother than the old cars Of course, 
the fgct that they are new has something 
to do with that, but they are so much big- 
ger and heavier than the old cars that 
they must be more solid and less shaky.” 

“I shall die with all these doors closed. 
Notice those two doors always closed in 
the rear, and the olosed door in front. 
Dear me, I must have air. Give me the 
old car with its rattletrap noises, its push- 
ing conductor, its dirty bellcord, its slam- 
banging stops, and starts—with all its 
faults, but with doors open.” 

“Gee, this ts like going to a moving 
picture show. You come in at the big 
door, stand in line in front of the con- 
ductor back there in his little cage, pay 


for entering, come through the swingi 
door, and read the advertisements." mrt 
It's certainly great to have the con- 
ductor in a cage on the back platform, 
where he can see to it that you are on or 
off the car before he gives the signal to 
Start.
